picker. Many Indians from reserva- 
tions near Sturgeon Bay are helping 
to gather the largest cherry crop in 
the history of this territory.

The situation has reached a point 


where the effect of continued indus- 
trial warfare may be felt in the politi- 
cal campaign 
The department of 


commerce issued a significent state- 
ment saying that the rising tide of 
business recuperation was being ar- 
rested by the rail and coal 
strikes. 


The Republican party has much to 
lose this fall if conditions approach- 
ing their campaign pledges are not 
realized by the rank and file 


POLITICAL EFFECT 


Many of the Republican leaders 


know how close the connection is be- 
tween industrial 
peace and political 


success next autumn Senator James 
Watson of Indiana came to the White 
House with Senator Cummins and the 
net ffect of their visit was to deter- 
mination to reason with the rail exe- 
cutives and see if they wouldn't waive 
the single obstacle that stands in the 
way of agreement, namely a restora- 
tion of seniority rights to the men 
who return from the strike.

RAIL SETTLEMENT LIKELY 
The rail situation gives better pro 


mise of a settlement 
Pressure by 


individual senators on eastern rail ex 
ecutives undoubtedly will be followed 
by persuasive arguments from other 
quarters influential with the railroads 
just as soon as the danger of a con 
tinued tie up is fully realized While 
the executives protest that conditions 
are fairly good, officials here do not 
share that optimism and rather fear a 
general breakdown of the transporta 
tion of the country unless peace is 
speedily obtained. 
The decision of the circuit court of 


appeals in Chicago upholding the 
rights of the United States Labor 
board was welcomed here as a step 
forward and one which would probab- 
ly make roads like the Pennsylvania 
see the necessity of obeying the United 
States labor board lest the confidence 
of the railway employes in the board's 
power be adversely affected 


Sturgeon Bay—Fruit growers are 


now on the second lap of the cherrj 
season and in practically every or 
chard the picking of late cherries 
mainly Montmorencles, is well under 
way. The crops throughout are sale 
to be exceptionally large. The loca 
Fruit Growers Canning association 
will probably be enlarged to handle 
the great amount

been packing fruit In excess of 300 
tona a day.

He had 
not removed from the window of the 
omce of his newspaper the yellow 
placard which announces "We are for 
the striking railroad men 60 per 
cent." The governor has threatened 
his arrest for displaying the card, 
holding that it is a violation of the 
law, which forbids picketing. 


What promised however, to be the 


last conference before decisive action 
was to be held Saturday at Topeka, 
the governor indicated Friday night.

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A PREJUDICED REPORT 


The public can form no real opinion as 


to the merits of the majority report of the 
senate agricultural committee .rejecting 
Henry Ford's offer for the purchase and 
lease of the war-initiated projects at 
Muscle Shoals. Mr. Ford's offer has been 
a subject of heated controversy ever 
since it was originally made a year ago or 
more. His proposition to the government 
is capable of different interpretations, and 
these interpretations have been in the 
main favorable or unfavorable according 
to the critic's viewpoint. 


So far as the committee's report is 


concerned, the country cannot accept it 
•vrih any safe assurance of its soundness or 
fairness. The consideration of Mr. Ford's 
offer in congress has been involved in pol- 
itics, and it has been the kind of polities 
that gives prejudice and feeling the right 
of way over judgment. Mr. Ford is per- 
sona non grata in Washington. 
He has 


irritated the Republican party greatly 
ever since he ran for senator in Michigan. 
The seating of Mr.Xewberrywaspartially 
at least the result of political hatred of 
Mr. Ford. Partisan newspapers like the 
Chicago Tribune have made war incessant- 
ly on Mr. Ford, and Senator McCormick 
of Illinois, of the family which owns and 
operates the Tribune, has been insistent 
in his opposition to Mr. Ford's offer. 
Finally, 
the 
fertilizer interests, with 


strong political pulls, have made war on 
the plan. 


It is impossible that in this atmosphere 


of political animosity toward Mr. Ford 
impartial consideration would be given to 
his proposal. The fact that this consider- 
ation was prejudiced, and that it was es- 
sentially political, is shown by_the intem- 
perate language employed in the commit- 
tee report. 
This language denounces 


Mr. Ford's offer and subjects the auto- 
mobile manufacturer to caustic personal 
criticism. 
Mr. Ford submitted his offer 


as a business proposition and had the 
committee so treated it there would have 
been no occasion for resort to abuse and 
invective in its report. It would merely 
have advised rejection of the offer in 
courteous and dignified terms, as a busi- 


_ ness matter of any other kind would be 
treated. Mr. Ford's offer was open and 
above board, and was one which business 
men would have little difficulty in an- 
alyzing and judging. The inference seems 
justified that the committee was either in- 
capable of business judgment or was ani- 
. mated by a desire to discredit Mr. Ford 
politically and otherwise. In either event 
its report and recommendations are hard- 
ly entitled to the confidence of the nation. 


The fact stands out clearly that of the 


several offers made to the government for 
Muscle Shoals by private interests. Mr. 
Ford's alone was of such a nature as to 
merit serious attention. It was so meritor- 
ious in fact that it has been approved by 
many disinterested men of large exper- 
ience in industry and finance. An alter- 
native proposal has been suggested bv the 
Senate committee of government owner- 
ship and operation, but this suggestion js 
so obviously weak that only five members 
of the committee had the courasre to in- 
dorse it. There is no <ruestion but what 
Mr. Ford's offer has been subjected to a 
great deal of unfair criticism and mis- 
representation. 
It is not at all improba- 


ablfi that his offer constitutes the best 
way out of the Muscle Shoals dilemma. 
Certainly tl.e public should not be con- 
vinced to the contrary by the rep.n-t of 
the *enate committee, unless we are to 
treat Muscle Shoals as a political issue 
and invite the disastrous consequences 
that such a handling of this inromplpted 
enterprise is certain to entail, regardless 
of what is done with ii. 


committee's recommendations, Mr. Leu- 
root has taken upon himself (he respon- 
sibility of analyzing the committee report 
and of subjecting the duties it has fixed 
to investigation. Mr. Lenroot's inquiry 
has convinced 
him that many of the 


schedules arc a gross violation of even the 
protective principle, that they constitute 
a purpose solely to permit American pro- 
ducers to raise prices and goiige the con- 
sumer to the extent of hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 


Mr. Lenroot has shown up schedule 


after schedule and in some instances he 
has succeeded in having the duties re- 
duced. 
In the main, however, the bill 


remains as written. Mr. Lenroot's appeal 
must be to the country. In congress the 
cards are stacked against him. The spe- 
cial interests wrote the tariff bill in both 
the 
house 
and senate. The politicians 


who are looking to them for campaign 
contributions and support refuse to chal- 
lenge their greed. 


The hope of the public is that the in- 


surgency in the senate which has now ex- 
tended to some fifteen to sixteen Repub- 
lican senators will result in the defeat of 
the bill. Mr. Lenroot is serving the peo- 
ple by his open attack on this iniquitous 
tariff measure. It is to be hoped his cour- 
age will see him through to a consistent 
finish.

There is no good reason why 
these three parties cannot be fair to one 
another, and why they cannot agree on 
rights, interests and obligations without 
industrial warfare. 


The owners and operators of the mines 


and railroads and the men who mine the 
coal and run the railroads have rights, 
and. as far as the public is concerned, a 
sense of justice has ruled. But have the 
owners and operators for their part and 
the workers for their part been consider- 
ate of the public's rights and of their ob- 
ligations to the public? 


Transportation and mining are not like 


ordinary 
industries. Though 
both are 


privately o%vned. they are most important 
and necessary public utilities. Not only 
the present generation of the public, but 
future 
generations have an interest in 


both of these utilities. 


It is recognized by practice as an Amer- 


ican principle that employers and em- 
ployes have the privilege of agreeing, if 
possible, by conference. 
They have the 


privilege of agreeing between themselves 
as to wages and working condition. This 
privilege extends to public utilities. 


However, in public utilities the em- 


ployers and employes cannot cease oper- 
ations if they cannot come to an agree- 
ment. For. if they cease operations, they 
violate the rights of the public. The pub- 
lic interest is so much greater than the in- 
terest of employers and employes in pub- 
lic utilities that the public has the nat- 
ural and legal right, the natural and legal 
duty, to adjust these differences and pre- 
vent cessation of operation. 


"We were expressing, of course, merely 


the generality that the public interest is 
paramount. 
How to bring about a con- 


dition that will automatically keep pub- 
lic utilities and production which deals 
with necessities in operation during dis- 
agreements between employers and em- 
ployes is another matter. Nor do we have 
reference to the coal or rail strike. Men 
unquestionably in both industries had a 
right to strike. The wage adjustment for 
the shops, whilp in the nature of arbitra- 
tion, was not arbitration in the .sense that 
it 
was agreed to by the employes. 
It 


might be termed involuntary arbitration. 


There are two sides to the railroad con- 


troversy, as there are to the coal con- 
troversy. In the latter we believe that on 
the whole justice in with the men. because 
they are victims of conditions which have 
demoralized the industry to their own 
great detriment, and in which they have 
no part. The operators are to blame for 
over-development and for over-manning- 
their properties. In r-ase of the rail work- 
ers we believe, as we have previously ex- 
pressed, that under the recent awards 
they are underpaid. If .they can force the 
railroads to pay thorn more, that Ls their 
privilege, and it is the only power they 
possess to get justice. 


All of which goes to show that we 


have not yet perfected a system whereby 
the public interests are protected, and 
they arc entitled to first consideration. 
The Railroad Labor board is an experi- 
ment along the line of compulsory arbi- 
tration. It has r, lo«al status but it can- 
not enforce its decisions. If the Labor,

But 
after all. it is a good thing we have blood pres- 
sure, for it is absolutely essential for the proper 
circulation of the blood. 
So when you hear of 


any one having blood pressure you may 
know 


that at any rate he is still alive. 


Arteries began hardening- In living men long be-

character, only in the old days the doctors weren't 
so arbitrary as they are now and didn't conclude 
that the hardening in the arteries accounted for 
the man's age. 
For all they knew the man's en 


lire system might be undergoing a similar degen- 
eration, tho they could only speculate about it, be- 
cause it was illegal or immoraj or sacrilegious to 
attempt a'n inside investigation of such matters. 


The fancy that a hardening process in the ar- 


teries is the determinant factor of senility or old 
age is founded upon the most primitive study of 
the arteries. 
With a finger on the radial (pulse) 


or temporal artery one feels the artery and rolls 
it under the finger as a tense cord, if it is hard- 
ening or hardened. The healthy, young or nor- 
mal artery cannot be distinguished from soft tis- 
sues by the linger. The arteries of the aged are 
most frequently palpable; ergo, "The man is as 
old as his arteries." But it requires a more edu- 
cated touch to note the dryness of the skin, its 
lack of oil, tho the man is just as surely as old 
as his skin, the woman too. Still more skill is re- 
quired to determine the condition of the muscles, 
or the bones, or the various organs, yet the man

Washington, D^ C.—How a big shell 


crawls into 
the armor plate of a 


battleship, and how a golf club hits 
a ball are two long standing myster- 
ies that are mysteries no longer. 


The pewest ultra-rapid camera an- 


alyzes the high speed motion of the 
shell as though it were moving at a 
snail's pace. 
To the eye the shell, 


traveling at perhaps 2,500 feet a sec- 
ond, seems to crash into the target al- 
most instantaneously after it is fired. 
The high speed camera shows 
it 


creeping with a rotary motion down 
to the armor plate, wriggling its way 
into the steel, and sending bits of 
wreckage floating slowly into tne air. 


The golf club shaft Is shown by 


the camera actually to bend forward 
as it strikes the ball. That the stick 
did this was suspected by some players 
but there was no way of oroving the 
point. The camera shows that as the 
club is brought to the ball the force 
of the drive bfnds the shaft forward. 
The head of the club lags behind from 
tl.e force of the stroke. But at the 
iiistant the clubhead contacts 
with 


the ball the bend In the shaft is re- 
versed. The greater the power back 
of the stroke the greater the bend in 
the shaft.

The whole scene had to be filmed in 
four seconds. 
This was more than 


suficient time since 400 feet of film 
could be recorded in four seconds.

cause the rush of the 'plane would fill 
only 200. The only problem was to 
start the camera so that the 
plane 


would dash out within the length of 
the film. 
It was a difficult assign- 


ment, but Mr. Jenkins filled it. 


High speed pictures 
of airplane 


flights showed that no one had ever 
been able to see—the bending 
and 


warping of the propellor under great 
powers of the engine. This has been 
»hown In detail by the films and study 
of the conditions will probably lead 
to the production of stronger, stiffer 
blades.

ABOUT THE LINE 


The line, old man, give it a thought 


now and then. The wear on the first 
few feet of a line in a day s casting 
is considerable and it as a mighty 
good plan to test it out before start 
ing on the morning's eexrcise The 
heavy artificials give the line a sharp 
pull at the start, and the friction on 
the guides and tip soon wear it to a 
weak spot Especially lor the tail-end 
fall fishing it is well to be sure of the 
line. 
At this time particularly the 


bass seem to be endowed with a line 
of "pep" and fighting spirit to matte 
a rotten line ea«y picking for his 
lordship. Then again, a worn line is 
an expensive end of the outfit, as 
many lures are lost through the line 
snapping while they are en route to 
the waiting fish. Test your line "be 
fore fishing by pulling it between the 
hands and break off the weak end 
As a fish saver thiB is sure some real 
dope. 


For general all-round casting the 


overhead cast is the best, and it Is 
far more accurate than the slle swipe 
and not by far as dangerous to your 
fishing companion. At times when it 
is advisable to throw a long one, or 
natural conditions make it necessary, 
the Bids cast can be used to advan 
tage. 
But for steady casting and 


placing your bait right, the overhead 
has 'em all panting for breath. 


One carelessly thrown cast not only 


kills that cast, but usually takes up 
enough time to kill two or three, and 
when you figure that you geneia'ly 
get a strike on a average of eveiy 50 
to 60 casts, it pays to make 'em all 
count. And from another angle, the 
careless casts gets a black eye Many 
fish have been frightened out of good 
casting spots by a shot in the wrong 
place 
Rather toss the bait say 30 or 


40 feet and land it right, than shoot 
it 70 feet and land it any old place.

The American 
bison, or 
buffalo 


which qame so nearly to total extinc- 
tion about 1900, is now saved to the 
world, even 1C the majority of the liv- 
ing animals are protected by large 
fenced ranges 
Safe estimate for to- 


tal number of animals in the world is 


10,000. Of these Canada 
has 
5,080. 


The United States has 3,393. The few 
remaining animals are in European 
parks. 


In 1SS6 the number of animals was 


reduced to about 300, according 
to 


Hornaday 
The American bison so- 


ciety, organized 
to save the noble 


animal, aroused public sentiment to 
the danger of losing entirely the fa 
mous 
animal 
of the great plajns, 


raised a fund of over $10,000 for the 
purchase of a 
small 
herd, secured 


Congressional action for obtaining 
suitable 
range, 
and 
undoubtedly 


saved the buffalo.
